““ Learning, and wrote Commentaries on the 


Pfalms, whichare fiill extant. 
From him ifived Gerard Maynard , 
-Covnieilor in the Parlement of Tolofe , 
a great Lawyer, He is commended for 
continumng faithiull in the Kings fervice ; 
in atime when civill wars had diviced ali 
-theSoverain Courts of the Realm. He 
was one of tho’e that retreated to Chaftel- 
-Sarrafy, when the Company was wholly

_ IORN SIRMOND was a native of 
Rion in Auvergne, of a good familieofthe 
Robe, he was nephew to Father Sirmond the 
Jetuice, Confeflor to K.Lewis 13. andone 
of the moft knowing men of ourage. He 
camero Conrt, and by the favour of Cardi- 
nal de Richel.en,who efteemed him one*of 
the beft wricters in thofe daies , was made 
Hiltoriographer tothe King with a penfion 
of 1200, crowns, He wrote divers pieces 
for the Card'nall, on the affairs of the 
times, but almoft all of them. under aflu- 
med names. The Abbet of S, Germain,

-Nature took pleafure in 
forming, whe find all things inthemielves, 
who know what they were never tanght, 
who follow no rules, but make and oive 
chem to others. Such are you in our dayes’, 
Gentlemen: Such in former Ages were 
fome great Perlonagestof Rome and Athens. 
But as fer us chat are of an inferior rank,'f 
we have only our own ftreneth, and ifwe 
borrow nothing from-others ; which way 
fhould we, with oneonly judeement and 
one only wit, and that roo, but ordinary: 
and mean, content fo many different wits, 
fo many feveral judgments, to which we 
expofe our writings? Which way fhould 
we of our felves get togerher fo many qua- 
lities, whofe principles. feem ‘contrary? 
That our writings fhould be at thefame 
time fubrile and {olid,ftrong and delicate, 
profound and polite. - That we fhould al- 
waies joyn together Art: and Nature, 
fweernefs and majelty, perfpicuiry and 
brevity, liberty and exaétnefs, boldnefs 
and modefty, nay fometimes even madnefs 
and realon? *Tis very much if our birth 
gives us a part of thar which is necefary 
for chefe creat things, we mutt receive all 
the reft from our breeding; we mult have 
recourfe to precepts, examples, friends'and 
mafters; and thefe precepts, thefe exam- 
ples, the'e friends’, hele. mafters; “cis 
amongft you Genrlemen that I fook to 
find them. What fhall I fay now of the’ 
fweetnels which I fancy to my felf of your 
. | | Con- 


Conferences? Thofe whom you admit ün- 
to them may perhaps exprefle in fome fort 
both the honour and the profit which they 
expect thence; but as for thar pleafure 
which doubrlefs the {weet commerce of 
eood things affords you, that plealure, 
which vertue joynédtto friendfhip, which 
the union of fptrits, andthe conformity. 
of laudable defires, do infufe into all your 
converfations, one mult, if I be not decei- 
ved,ta(tic for co comprehend ic; iris felt & 
cannot be expreft, I call co witnels your 
felves, Gentlemen, I call to wicnefsthele 
hours which flide away fo fait, and thar 
importune darknefs, which moft com- 
monly comes fooner then you delfire, to 
part you, and to break up thele Affem- 
blies. 

But I dwelltoo long, Gentlemen, on 
that which islealt peculiar in your benefit. 
Ic wou'd have been my dury to have than- 
ked you.thus, if you had granted this ho- 
nour to My merit, tomy earneft fupplica- 
tions, co che necefliry of filling your com- 
pany, and obeying your Statures. But now 
chat you fhüt your eys upon all my defects; 
chat you prevent both my endeavours and 
my hopes, that for me you forver your cu~ 
ftoms and your Lawes, chat thers no ob- 
ftacle fo, great, but your goodnels fur- 
mountsit; Wich whacwords, with what 
eloquence ;: although ’cwere even your 
‘own, can I fuficiently thank you? Twill 


not here examine thote defe ts, which you: 
PET M VUS have 


have been pleafed ‘not to confder, and 
which fhould have hindred you from ca- 
fine your thoughts on me’; and Twouldto 
GodI could either wholly amend them, 
orhide them from you asiongas I live. 
But I know not how to be filent of this 
excefle, this profuienefs of your favours, 
this manner of obliging me, contrary 
to all precedents. I am afraid,Genrlemen, 
I speak too boldly of ir; you have done, 
methinks, in this ation, both more then 
you ought, and more then you could ; you 
have in fome fort, preferred my glory be- 
fore your own, the intereft of a private 
perion wichout deterc; before that of all 
your moft noble Body, I thought, Gen- 
tlemen; and perhaps you rhought foroo, 
thac this fhould have been the princi- 
pal matter of my Difcourfe :, But how can 
Jenlarge any farther ona fubje@, where if 
I would commend your bounty, Ifee my 
felf almoft conftrained to blame your in- 
dulgence, where all my thanks would be 
reproaches, where I can neither defend 
you without pride, nor accufe you with- 
out ingratitude? - Of a truth ifthe Acade- 
my never did {fo much honour to any man, 
never had any man fo firm andfotruea 
defiento honour it; if for my fake ic has 
violated its own Laws,it fhall never com- 
plainthacIviolarethem. Bur yet I fear 
that all my good refolutions cannot ex- 
enlehers. WhatamI, Gentlemen, chac 
in favour of me thofe foundations mai 
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"be fhaketi which were laid with fé much 
judgement,and ftrengchned by the praétice 
of{o many years ? What am I chat co give 
me, entrance into this facred place, ir 
fhouid:be neceffary, not to open the gates 
chereof; but, if1 may be bold ro fay ir, to 
! bear downthe ramparts, and the walls, as 
chey are wont todo fora triumphanr’vic- 
torious King. I fhall be carried away with 
vanity. if I proceed any farther. ‘I feel 
thac {weet confafiorthouehts, which pro 
ceeds from joy and gratitude, and all tho‘e 
other delighttul paflions when they are ar 
the higheit pitch : and in this diforder of 
my foul ; all [ can do isco refume my own 
words, to make an end juft as I began,and 
co {hut up all. with chis conclufion: If you~ | 
expected. from me chanks that fhould have 
been an!werable to the greatnefs of your 
benefit, or to the dignity. of this Affembly; 
¥ make no queftion but you have already 
repented you of all the ‘favours you have 
done me: But ifco deferve them be no- 
thing elle but perfectly ro anderftand the 
yalue of them, never mandeferved them 
better then I, and you never made a more 
jvdicious election, 
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
